Applicant's remarks presented in the after-final amendment regarding the 112 rejection has considered and entered into the record, but are 

not persuasive. 

With regard to Applicant's traversal of 112 rejection stating that the assasy presented in the specification are art recognized assays for 
determining inhibitory activity of a compound against the p38 kinase and further Applicant states that the Examiner is suggested to consider 
the many references previously forwarded to the office. This is not found persuasive. The response made of record 4/4/2009 did not allege 
or present evidence that the assays set forth in the instant specification are art accepted. Applicant simply states that the Examiner should 
refer to the references provided by the office. It seems that Applicant has not reviewed which of the submitted refereneces support this 
allegation. Applicant fails to advance any reasons or evidence, aside from Counsel's own allegation, in support of this position that no 
motivation exists in the present obviousness rejection. This assertion by Counsel is an unsupported allegation and fails to take the place of 
evidence in the record. Statements of this nature are clearly unpersuasive in accordance with guidance provided at MPEP 2145, which 
states "The arguments of counsel cannot take the place of evidence in the record." 

Applicant's state that the signaling pathway of p38 kinase has been extensively studied and is known for the treatment of a wide range of 
diseases, including inflammation. Applicant seems to have misconstrued an essential element of the basis of the rejection. Though this 
activity of p38 kinase is noted. Applicant has not demonstrated that the instantly compounds in fact function as inhibitors of p38 kinase, 
Applicant is again guided to pages 5-7 of the final rejection mailed on 7/15/2009. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons above and those already made of record. 
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
